wake. The Iowa candidate's managers 
have received many assurances of sup- 
port from the south aud west and, al- 
thoogh Bland is still hailed and her- 
alded as the logical candidate and is nn- 

donbtcdiy painitip prouiid, he has some 
weak points in the present ai-raigumeut 
of hif lines. 

The Matthews boom fonn to have 
been shattered by the row in the Indi- 
ana delegation between the gold and 
silver delegates over the qneetiou of re- 
tiring National Committeeman Sheerin. 
It is evident that Governor Matthews 
made, perhaps, a fatal blander in insist- 
ing that several of his personal friends 
who were for gold shoold go on the 
delegation. 

The Blackburn boom does not seem to 
be propressinj?, but John R. McLean t)f 
Ohio, the proprietor of the Cincinnati 
Snqnirer, is developing into a power in 
the convention. He is sorroanded by 
trained politicians, whose tonch is felt 
everywhere. Alth<)ug)i tlu'V are <|uivt- 
I7 urging him for first place ou the 
tlokM it ia onderstood that his aim is to 
seowethe nomination for vice presi- 
dent. His oorpurute interests are mili- 
tating against him, bat his power is 
erideut that there is a prevailing feel- 
ing that he can secure second place on 
the tichet. It is said that the Bland 
managers have tried to make a combina- 
tion with him despite the ikot that it is 
pretty well known that Mr. McLean 
liimself believes that Tellsr would be 
the str o nge s t man to nominate. 

Tlu re is less talk of a bolt by the 
gold men and it is openly discouraged 
by Senator Hill, Mr. Whitnej- and 
Others. Still it is plain that a great 
many of the gold men will refuse to 
support a silver candidate and sonn' 
quietly canvassed the advisability of 
placing a gold ticket and gold candidate 
in the field. The advantage to be 
gained by tliem from tliis l oursc, tlicy 
argued, would be the sume wliich eamu 
to those who refused to support Greeley 
in lb72. Those who were dissatisfied 
with Greeley nominated O'Connor of 
New York aud after Greeley's defeat it 
was by their organization that the 
party was reurgaidied and plaoed en a 
footing again. 

SThe gold men propose to inaugurate 
e flght the moment the gavel is 
dropped by Ohairman Harrity. They 
are resolved upoiiolTfring a gold man to 
the convention fur temporary cliairiuan 
despite the j)rotests of the silvi-r leaders 
and Senator Hill is the man ui>on whom 
their choice has fallen. Tlie silver 
leadirs have the utmost respect for Hill, 
but tixtj and their foilowem are deter- 
mined that the silver man shall assume 
the gavel and that the first utterence in 
the convention ahoald be nneqniTooaUj 
for silver. 

Senator Hill is the undoubted choice 
of the nati9nal committee. He is also 
the one man from the east of the na- 
tional prominence who is willing to test 
bis popularity b«fore the convention. It 
has been claimed by the gold men that 
the silver friends of Senator Hdl in both 
house and suiiate, many of whom ure 
delegates to the convuntiou, would have 
sutlicient strength and would use their 
infiui'iice to secure his election as teui- 
jxirary chairman if he should bo named, 
iiut It IS now well understood that the 
silver men will not vote for anybody 
but a silver luuu for chairman. 

There are quite a number of silver 
men who are earnestly in favor of Con- 
gressman Richardson of Tennessee for 
temporary chairman. Richardson has 
frequently presided in the house of rep- 
resentatives and was selected by Speaker 
Crisp for chairman of the committee of 
the whole daring the long debate ou 
the Wilson tariff bill. He is a good par- 
liunentorian and would make a good 
officer provided his voice could reach all 
parts of the convention hall. But those 
who are pusUng his oandtiacj are met

Frniii the . iithusiasm which has been 
ai>paieiit all over the country as dis- 
closed hy the ('<)niiuunieationB that havu 
been reeeived by the local committee 
and the intense interest taken in the 
c( invention, it seems to lie assured that 
the gathering will be thi- greatest of its 
kind ever held. A comlnni'd seating 
capacity of 4o,00<) will be available at 
any time during the convention and 
the meeting places will be more numer- 
ous than heretofore. Three great tents 
pitch 'il on the White lot, a government 
res<'rvation just south of the president's 
mansion, a large hall and a number of 
the eliiirches will constitute the priii- 
t ilde auditoriums and at certain times 
niet'tings will be held simultaneously 
in all. 

Aside from the interior d(>coratioiis of 
th<! tents and churenes the citizens of 
Washington, jiarticularly the mer- 
chants, have I'litered into the spirit of 
the convention and joined in luakiiig 
the city attractive by liberal decorations 
of their homes and place s of business. 
Shop windows are bright with conven- 
tion colors, shields and other devices in 
colors bearing the word "Welcome" are 
prominently displayed and fronts of 
stores uiwi buildings are drajied. The 
government authorities have lent then- 
assistance in decoratiug the public parks 
with appropriate foliage devices, winch 
include the working out in plants and 
dowers of the familiar "U. E." mono- 
gram combinations of the letters "Y.

A prominent feature of this year's 
convention will be the gi-eut chorus of 
about 4,000 voices which has been in 
tnUniug a long time for the gathering.

Simpson, aged 90, son of Mrs. James A. 
Chamberlain, was probably fatally in- 
jured by a rpd hot iron shot from a can- 
non, which i)assi'd through his body. 
The cannon w as an iron three-<iuarters 
bore a fl air, mounted on a carriage. A 
lot of paper had been wadded into the 
barrel, and to get it onthepntln sev- 
eral charges of powder. Instead of dis- 
charging the paper the powder rimidy 
flashed. He tnen decided to bum out 
the paper. He heated a poker in the 
stove, and, taking the rad-hot iron, 
stooped over the cannon and thrust it 
deep into the barrel. There was a loud 
report, and Simpson screamed to his 
mother, "Pull it onti Pull it outi" 

The iron Lad been driven through a 
leather covered book in his pocket aud 
entirelv tlurough his body, passing 
through his right lUng and the point 
just pnnctnring the skin under his 
sboulder blade. Mrs. Chamberlain 
si'i/ecl the iron to pull it out She had 
to pall with all her strength before she 
could remove it. It sizzled, .iiul smoke 
curled from the bleeding wound, hut h 
was hee<lless of pain. The mother 
grasped the hot iron wliich took the 
tlesh off from her IkiihU When slie 
throw It down the iron scorched the 
floor Sampson's lung was so badly 
punctured that the air rushes out ai 
every breath. It is also impossible for 
him to breathe lying down. Ho will

About 3:80 o'clock in the morning 
Charles H. M. Peyton, jailer, was 
aroused from his sleep br loud rappings 
at the front door of the jail. When he 
iiKiuired who was there he was told to 
open the door to receive a prisoner. He 
did BO, and found confronting him a 
mob of SO or 80 masked men. He quick- 
ly slammed the door in their faces and 
locked it, only to have it broken down 
a few minutes later. The crowd rushed 
in and demanded tliat he nuloc'k the 
cell door. Meeting a refusal, they lev- 
eled revolvers at Peyton's head and di- 
rected him to hand over his kej-s, which 
he did promptly. 

There was a struggle at the cell, 
which was finally opened. A rope was 
thrown around the jirisoner's neck and 
he was dragged to a tree and strung up.

Mr. Williams was not at home, and his 
wife was alone with her two children, 
the youngest only a few days old. 

The men entered the house yelling 
and cursing at the top of their voices, 
frightening the lady so badly that she 
grabbed the children and fled, Tiie two 
then destroyed the furniture and tore 
up several beds. Shortly after leaving 
the Williams ulace the tw() had a mis- 
understanding, and Tuggle shot ('mil- 
best, inflicting a wound that will prove 
fatal. Tugule then carried the wound- 
ed man to tiie limne of a Mr. Ford, near 
by, and immediately left, saying he was 
going for a doctor. He has not been 
seen since.

Gusiiiiw, Ky., July <l.— A deplorable 
tragedy, the result of previous trouble 
and ill-feeling between the principals, 
txcurred at l:;5d o'clock Suturday at 
Edniunton, the county seat of Metcalf 
county. Albirt Scntt, a prniuineiit 
youug lawyer of this pla<'e, was shot 
and almost instantly killed by Nick 
Ray, 0 well known horseman of Edniun- 
ton, Scjtt and Ray had trouble before, 
growing out uf a lawsuit between them 
over the boundary line to a lot in £d- 
munton, and Saturday evening Scott 
%s eiit to Edmunton to be present and as- 
sist in taking depositions in the case. 

After dinner Scott, with one of his 
attorneys and several other parties, 
walked over to view the ground about 
which there was dispute, and ^ he met 
Hay there unexpectedly. As soon as 
Ray saw Scott he exclaimed: "There 

is the thieving ," to which Scott 

replied: "None of that now, Ray," 
wU"r<-upon Ruy, who had drawn his 
pistol, immediately shot him. As Scott, 
who was unarmed, fell to the ground he 
cried out: "Nick, don't kill me," 
Ray continued shoi;tiiig until he onip- 
tied his pistol and kilted his man, und 
then fled. 

He has not yet been apprehended, and 
.^cntt's relatives have oft'ered 1*20(1 re- 
wanl for his arrest, ami have alsn wired 
Marshal Neighbors of Eli/.al)ethtown to 
( <inie to Edmunton and bring blood- 
hoiin.ls.
